It is believed that -he was wirryiu 
the grubbing hoe on his shoulder anc 
the force of the blow caused the hoe 
to strike him in the ack of the head. 


Mr. Catt stopped his mac-bine at 


once, and Mr. Moor was unconscious 
when picked up The windshield of the 
machine was probably broken by the 
hoe handle. Mr. Moor 
was badly 


brnised and scratched 
about 
the 


arms .and body, but the .blow on the 
back of the liead is said to have 
caused bis death, at 0:30 this morn- 
ing. 


The victim never regained 'con- 


sciousness following the 
accident.

The witness stated that; lie later 


isked him about it, 'and Stevens tol<: 
lim that he had better'see Fritch 
limself, and

vent to Indianapolis ^P.see Friteh 
and brought him back here to obtain 
i corrected statement, other than 
he one he is said to iiave made on 
election, night. The defendant denied 
hat he bribed him, or at any time 
ndueed him. to make a false state- 
ment.

The defendant also denied havin 


knowledge as to what the witness 
would testify to on the day o'f the 
irst trial, stating that Fritch 'hat 
>romised him to tell the whole' truth 
in the matter. 


The state was expected to intro- 


duce Judge Will M. Sparks in the re- 
)uttal as a witness, having made an 
attempt to nse 'him in direct examin- 
ation Tuesday. In view of the fae 
:hat the defense had 'Charged a con- 
spiracy between the prosecutor ant 
:he witnesses, the state was expect- 
ed to prove by the court that on the 
Section night, twenty minutes a;ftci 
;he alleged liquor sale took place 
;hat the prosecutor'gave the infor- 
mation to Judge 'Sparks, and turnet 
over the sworn statements for safe 
keeping; the sheriff 'had previously 
iestified that the liquor 
had been 


turned over to him on that night 
beween 7:30 arid 8:30 o'clock. 


The state by these witnesses in- 


tended to show that the two court 
officials had knowledge of the affair 
within a short time after it 
hap- 


pened, and that a conspiracy did not 
exist, -as maintained by the defense. 


Mrs. Ann Clevenger, wife of the 


defendant, also testified and denied 
that Fritch remained at their home 
on- the night prior to the first trial.. 
She overheard a conversation be- 
tween her husband and Friteh, in 
which she heard Friteh assert that 
he was going on. the witness stand 
at the trial and tell the entire truth 
about The affair, and that 'he did not 
buy .the liquor from Clevenger. 


Mrs. Clevenger also stated tnat 


her husband at no time mentioned 
bribery or delivered any -command 
to the witness. She 'also denied that 
her husband had liquor on his .pro- 
perty on election day, or at any oth- 
er time, that he never gambled or 
drank, and that be did not know 
what a card was, or what a pair of 
dice looked like. •
